To see what sum of money the town will raise 
for the maintenance of state roads, or act thereon. 

Article 8. To see if the town will vote to take from the 
road agents’ districts a section of the Keene-Brattleboro road, 
so called, and instruct the selectmen to arrange with the state 
highway department to maintain said section of road under the 
state patrol system and appropriate $750.00 for this purpose or 
act thereon. 

Article 9. To see what sum of money the town will raise 
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to be worked out on the highways by the road agents, or act 
thereon. 

Article 10. To see what sum of money the town will raise 
for the support of the poor, or act thereon. 

‘Article 11. To see what sum of money the town will raise 
for the support of the town library in addition to what is re- 
quired by law, or act thereon. 

Article 12. To see what sum-of money the town will raise 
for observing Old Home Day, or act thereon. 

Article 13. To determine the method of collecting taxes 
the ensuing year. 

Article 14. To see if the town will vote to straighten the 
road near the Plymton house, so called, in Spofford village and 
raise money for the same. or act thereon. 

Article 15. To see if the town will vote to raise a sum of 
money to widen and repair tye road leading from the Sucker 
Brook past the John White place, so called, or act thereon. 

Article 16: To see if the town will vote to repair the road 
and dam, near the gate house, in Spofford village, and raise 
money ‘for the same, or act thereon. 

Article 17. To see if the town will vote to build the road 
as laid out by the selectmen, beginning at the terminus of the 
present highway near J. J. Griffin’s camp and thence running 
northwesterly to land of J. C. Faulkner and raise money for 
the same, or act thereon. 

Article 18. To see if the town will vote to repair the road 
leading from the farm house of Mrs. M. J. Sution to the term- 
inus of the same near J. J. Griffin’s camp and raise money for 
the same, or act thereon. 

Article 19. To see if the town will vote to accept the sum 
of $100.00 in trust to be known as the Helen K. Dunham trust 
fund, the income to be used for the care and improvement of 
the Benjamin Pierce burial lot in the Spofford cemetery, or act 
thereon. 
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Article 20. To see if the town will vote to accept the sum 
of $100.00 in trust to be known as the Warren H. Butler trust 
fund, the income to be used for the care and improvement of 
Warren H. and Josiah Butler burial lots, in the tomb yard ceme- 
tery, or act thereon. 

Article 21. To transact any other business that may 
legally come before said meeting.
